| THE NAVIGATION LAWS.

THE GEORGIA TROOPS, 
| A statement made‘in these dispatches a few 
pays since that additional troops were to be 
ordered into Georgia to aid the enforcement 
{ Congressional law, met witha very prompt 
tradiction from the Associated Press and 
other news sources, but it was trac, neverthe- 
less, for anotber order was issued to-day 
directing that 500 recruits trom Newport 
barracks be sent at once into that State, and 
forthe purpose named. They are required 
to report to the command ing General at 
Atlanta. 
THE NAVAL PAYMASTERS. 
- The verdicts of the naval court-martial, be- 
fore whom the cases of the de ‘aulting paymas- 
ters have been tried, are now before the Sec- 
retary of the Navy, and have undergone par- 
tial revision. Serious irregularities, it is 
stated, have been found in the proceedings, 
resulting in the conviction and sentence of 
Paymaster Washington to imprisonment for 
one year and a fine of one thousand dol- 
lars, and it is supposed that they 
will consequently be set aside. in 
this event the accused will be set at liberty, 
and no penalty otherthan making good his 
deficit will follow him, The accounts of 
Paymaster Girrard haye been received, and 
are now being audited. It is.claimed that 
they have been falsified, and that the proba- 
ble reason may be found in the disastrous re- 
sults which attended certiin gold specuiations 
ou his part, in Wall street, during the panic of 
Sepiember, 1869, 
NEW GOLD BANK. 

The Comptroller of the Currency has re- 
ceived the bonds of the First National Gold 
Bank of San Francisco, amounting to $400,000, 
and the bank will soon be authorized to com- 
mence business. This will make the second 
gold bank in operation. Responses to the 
law authorizing them are made very slowly, 
and it does not seem probabiec that for some 
time yet there will be any large number trans- 
acting business on the gold basis. 


WASHBURNE AT PARIS. 
According to recent official advices from 
Paris Mr: Washburne is the oaly diplomat 
now there. All the ether Ministers withdrew 
promptly from the scene of privation and 
stern interest, giving as a reason that they 
were following the Provisional Government 

to Tours. 

GRANT AND COX. 

There is sufficient authority for stating that 
no other correspondence passed between the 
President and ex-Secretary Cox in regard to 
the much discussed California land claim than 
that which has already been published, and 
consequently no further revelations can be 
made in that particular form, Waether Mr. 
Cox will feel called upon to notice the impu- 
tations which have been cast upon him by 
Administration journals,is a question which 
he alone can answer satisfactorily.

Terry, who is also comrmender of the District 
of Georgia under special orders from the War 
Department. In Gen. Terry’s department 
frequent changes of stations added to the ex- 
penditures, but were rnavoidable. Yellow 
fever caused the removal of the garrisons 
from Mobile and New Orleans. Tne De- 
partment of Texss, comprising aiso Louisiana, 
is commanded by Colonel J: J. Reynolds. 
With the exception of the Indian troubles on 
the Northern frontier, the State has been re- 
warkably quiet and prosperous, General 
Halleck calis particular attention to that part 
of Colonel Reynolds’,report concerning the 
cepredations of Indians from the Fort Sill 
réseryation, and recommends that measures 
be taken to confine the Indians to this 
Reservation, or to prevent them from leaving 
except under military escort. In the general 
remarks coxcerning thia division, Gen. Hal- 
leck reports that discipline has improved 
during the year, and supplies haye been 
abundant and satusfaetory, except clothing, 
which is almost universally complained of. 
The expenses of the several supply departments 
have been much diminished, and the repor! 
points ont a way of further reduetion, A 
few imstanees have occurred where military 
interference in civ uiatters has been re- 
quired to assist revenue officers in the per- 
formance of their duties. In the present 
practice the revenue officer is the sole 
judge of his need of military assistance, 
and it is recommended = that their 
requisition be required to be accompanied by 
affidavits to prove that the cas¢ came within 
the law authorizing military interference.

WasnincTon, Noy. 28.—A Senator. occu- 
pying a leading ‘position on the Finance Com- 
mittec, and one who voted for the original 
bill, eaid yesterday he had grave doubt about 
the working of the funding law, in ite pres- 
ent shape, and that he should not be surprised 
if it was made tlre subject of xvi d legislation 
by Congress. He does not think that the 4 
per cent. certificates can be taken in the pres- 
ent condition of the money market, nor does 
he think that there is avy immediate prospect 
of improvement. He would be in favor of 
amending the law so as to make the rate of in- 
terest on all bonds at 44¢ percent. or5 per 
cent.

A number of prominent business men of 


both political parties in this city have in-" 


vited Hon. Davip A. WELLS to address 
our citizens on the adjustment of the rev- 
enue system to the industrial interests of 
the country. As appeared in the cor- 
respondeace which we published yester- 
day, Mr. WELLs will be able to comply 
with the request some time in January. 
In this department of political science Mr. 
WELLS bas proved himself the ablest and 
most courageous teacher of the day. His 
reports while he held the office of Revenue 
Commissioner displayed a penetration, a 
patience of investigation, a power of ex- 
position and a courage which brought the 
banded monopolists down on him, horse, 
foot and dragoons, and finally cost him his 
officia] position; but not until he had un- 
masked their system of plunder and made 
revenue reform the most prominent and 
absorbing question of the times. 

When he began to publish the resulis 
of his investigation the pubhe had already 
manifested a restless spirit under the bur- 
den of @ revenue system that multiplied 
the profits of capital, while it doubled the 
task of labor. The longing for relief ren- 
deicd repudiation imminent, and disposed 
men to welcome the most dangerous and 
delusive currency projects as remedies, 
justas drowning men clutch at straws. 
Mr. WELLS, however, demonstrated that 
the bulk of our burden is not the currency, 
nor the debt, nor the necessary expenses 
of government, but the enormous sums 
levied upon the people for the benefit of 
capital invested in protected enterpnses 
His clear expositions pointed out at once 
the evil and the remedy, and, as fast as 
the truth can be spread, the people are 
combining, without regard to past party 
differences, and taking measures to de- 
molish the abuses under which the indus- 
try of the masses is languishing. 

To show how this system has worked 
take the five staple articles, coffee, tea, tor- 
eign woolens, domestic woolens, pig-iron 
and cotton goods, On tea and coffee um- 
ported to the amouat of $34,263,472, con- 
sumers pay, besides this value, a tax of 
$20,052,845. But every cent of this tax 
goes into the Treasury, where it helps to 
pay the Goverament debt and the Govern- 
ment expenses. As we produce no tea or 
coffee, the taxes we pay on those articles 
to the Government are all the taxes the 
revenue laws impose on the consumption 
of those articles. But not so in the case 
of the other articles we have enumerated. 
On foreign woolens imported to the 
amount of $10,229,586, we pay a tax ot 
$23,679,499, which goes into the Treasury; 
but the imposition of this tax raises the 
price of the domestic woolens so that on 
a consumption of $165,000,000 worth o! 
that article we are forced to pay a tax of 
$80,750,009, which gocs into the pock. 
ets of the manufacturing capitalist 
and notinto the Treasury. In the same 
way we pay a tax of eighteen millions on 
a consumption of about fif.y-two millions’ 
worth of «pig-iron, and a tax of eighty 
millions on a consumption of two hun- 
dred milhopns’ worth of cotton goods, and 
but a very small part of these taxes pass 
To recapitulate, the 
taxable value of the articles named is 
$491 492,858; the whole tax is $222,482,008, 
making the cost to consumers $723,974,- 
866. But of the tax imposed on these ar- 
tucles by the revenue laws, only about $60,- 
000,000 is collected by the Government 
and the remainder, $172,482,858, is col- 
lected by the Government for the manu- 
facturera, The legitimate cost of these 
articles to the consumer, with the amount 
paid to the Government included, is $551,- 
492,958; but the protective system upon 
which ovr revenue laws are based enables 


| the monopolists to increase this cost for 
their own exclusive benefit to $723,974,- 
| 866. 


As in these few articles, so in thousands 


requires the Government, while collecting 


about $70,000,000 annua!ly from imporied | 


tea, coffee, sugar, liquors and tobacco, to 
another $70,000,000 by customs 
levied in such a way as to collect several 


hundred millions at the same time for the | 


sole benefit «f manufacturing capitalists.

just begun, and, considering the broad 
proposition that man is capable of self. gov- 
ernment as its u!timate consummation, we 
cherish the idea that the European subject 
will rise to the sublime level of his duty, 


demand the rizhtsof which his forefathers 


were divested by conquering kings, and 
seize the opportunity of every international 
collision, every genera] commotion, to as- 
ser. the divine right to rule himself, to rise 
in the ecale of being and have a voice in 
all the questions which affect his interests, 
his elevation, his social consequence. 

The governments which recently de- 
clared war in Europe were neither of them 
types of our civilization, and the war now 
raging was not commenced in the interests 
of civilization. The King of Prussia never 
had, if his biographers tell the truth about 
him, a heart-throb of sympathy with his 
plebeian subjects. He claims to haye a 
higher origin than citizenship, a divine 
right to sway a scepter over all the people 
he can by force conquer and hold in sub- 
jection. Still, in ajl of the German States 
there has been for years a steady pressure 
brought upon Kings and rulers, and con- 
cessions in favor of a higher civilization 
have been grudgingly made. 

In France, when the Empire was an egg- 
shell, demanding eternal vigilance and an 
overwhelming display of power to keep it 
from being crushed, opposition to that 
civilization which hesitates at nothing 
less than entire emancipation from despdét- 
ism has only been heldin check by bayo- 
nets. As soon as the man at the head of that 
despotism was shorn by foreign war ot his 
repressive power, humanity gave an almost 
universal shout, the true civilization which 
erects a national platform of citizenship 
was at once proclaimed, and upon it a 
pation stands erect. It may be broken 
down, and the votaries ot freedom again 
be crushed, but the fact that it existed for 
a day will never cease to be a landmark 
which will have its influeuce in guiding 
future generations in their efforts to ebtam 
a civilization recognizing the rights of 
man, and which,in its fullest sense, can 
only exist when the advantages and bless 
ings of lite are placed within the reach of 
el] who vigovously seek them, 

It is this idea which, from time to time, 
finds expressién in the public assemblages 
of England. An idea akin to this has been 
growing, however warped by circum. 
stances, in Ireland, Poland, and Hungary. 
It is the idea with which all true Ameri- 
cans ave m sympathy, and, whether we 
espouse the cause of Prussia or of France, 
we are governed by the belief that the 
success of the one or of the other will best 
pave the way toa new and more demo- 
cratic crv:zation in Europe. 


The Cruelties of War. 

Much has been said and written about 
the many acts of cruelty which were 
practiced during our war in the South, and 
it was stated that such wore the inevitable 
copsequences of a civil war. But what 
act on either side in that straggle can be 
compared to the many and fearful acts ot 
cruelty commitied during the present war 
between two of the mosé¢ civilized nations 
of the world—acts admitted by both sides, 
and which fill the heart of all unprejudiced 
persons with horrer? Wiaien were there 
whole populations of towas burnt in their 
own houses, as was done by the Bavari 
at Bazeilles? When did human hye 
roam over the battte-fields at nicht to 
out the topgues and eyes of the poor wourd- 
ed, as the French peasants are said to /do 
every day? These are only a few of 
countless outrages which are reporfed, 


‘and which neither party atéempis to d@ny. 


It is another evidence of how little prog- 
ress the human race has reaily made. 
Here we sce hundreds of thousands \ot 
human creatures cutting each other's 
throats without knowing the reason why, 
and displagivg a ferocity unequaled in 
modern wariare. The present war in Eua- 
rope bas more the character of a Corsican 
vendetia,in which the hatred of the tather 
is bequeathed to the son, who, in his turn, 
wreaks on the som and grandson ven- 
geance for the crimes of his father, than 
that of a common war, It is not the 
present declaration of war by Franpe 
whieh has worked the Germans up to 
such a bigh pitch of iury, but it is the 
recollecjion ot the wrongs inflicted on their 
country by Fratice ior centuries whith 
hasrank!ed in their breasts, till the s!ight- 
est occasion caused it to break forth. As 
they pour into France they look at the 
many ruins of the mago*ficent struciufes 
which were destroyed by the invading 
armies of Lovis XIV:; they look at the 
scars le‘i by the copqueting hand of Na- 
POLEON; they remember the talc: of th 
parents about the fearicl times of t 
French occupation, and they clu‘ch thei 
weapons firmer wiih the desire to se 
retribution. Those who deem the warii 
France merely a straggle between ty 
governments have but a poor conception 
of it. It is but a renewal of the old strug- 
gle between the two nationalities which 
has been going on ever s:nce the grand- 
sons of CEARLYMAGNE divided his empire 
on the field of Verdun.

The French people must have ac- 
quired the conviction that their present 
power, since the destruction of their armies 
which were sent into the field agamset us, is

peichbors a government, the members of 
which would have seszed every opportunity 
to enable the nation, at the head cf whict it 
bed placed itself by its own act, to elect a 
National Assembly to deliberate upon the 
present and future state of their conotry. 

But the documents which be submitted 
to you will provethat those who new hold

As the elections in all these United States 
are over, and the friends end enemies of good 
government are counting up the resuits, it 
may not be uninteresting to your many read- 
ers to know something of Arkansas politics. 
for many years before the war, was 
knowu asthe asyium fora!! those who found 
the rorctra'nts of eoclety irksome, and who 
foond their beaven in the wild “border life”? 
that me ked the bistory of Arkansas. 

To those abroad the very name of the State 
conjuicd up visions of long-haircd men with 
huge “bowie’’ knives protruding from their 
velte, and violence or muider lurking in toeir 
eyes. 
When the rebe!"ion was subdued, it found 
aciases of men in commend bhere—most of 
them from Kansas—who were determined to 
rule and control the Stato in the building of 
civil government. This was tobe accom- 
p'ished at any and all hazards, and eonsc.ence 
etood not in their pathway gs a barrier, 

The reconstruction me.sures required a 
mejorty of the rcgistered votes to be cast in 
order to frame and adopt the Constitution. 
General Smith wasthen the Military Gover- 
nor, and in order to get a majority of the 
registered votes cast, he kept the polls open 
for thirt y days.and, notw:thstanding the con- 
stitution was defeated by over ten thousand 
majority, it was proclaimed adop:ed and 
ay oe Clayton, Governor. 

1868, the foolish senseless, and wicked 
‘epecaliiona, called “Kuglux,” gs gave a fine op- 
portunity for Governor Ciayton to reject just 

as many counties or precincts as he chose, and 
thereby control the elections. For every 
“K ukiux’’ seen a hundred were rovorted, acd 
for every “outrage” committed at lest twen- 
ty were published. 

The recult was that Roots and Boles, from 
the First and Third Coneressional districts, 
were given certificates of election, although 
they had each been beaten by from tive to ton 
thousand, In the Second district they only 
struck out five counties, thinging that would 
be enough to secure ine election of Elliott, 
who rau agair.si Colone} Rogers, But Rogers 
was clected by about elevea hundred, aod 
iook his seai. 

‘Lhis time they bad no excuse for. militia, 
nor for disfranchisiv¢g whole counties, so the 
mcu ip power had to rerort to another expe- 
dicnt in order to wie. There wereno Kukiux, 
to Ouatrages cemmiutted; all was quiet and 
be:mouy. So the Governor determined to 
win by ‘manipulateng the rezistration. The 
rezgist ation iaw bere was ‘“‘conctcivedin sin 
and brought forth in iniquity.” Clayton ap- 
po'ni cd a cless of unsei upuious men as ‘‘Reg- 
| trar.,”’ and sent thew _into the various paris 
of the State to do his bidding, with h secret in- 
structions howtodo. They began their work 
by refusing to register everyman of ability or 
prominence nearly all over the State, and tuis, 
right im the face of the constitution, that de- 
ciares ovly classes disfranchised 

In the 8econdjCopgressional District (Rog- 
ets) the election was a moekery and a sham, 
Noi less than 5,000 legal voters in this district 

were reiased the right to a voice 1 the selec- 
tion of their Representative and Legislature, 
In the counties of Columbia and Union, con- 
telning not lese than 2,500 white voters, only 
about 809 were permitted to vote. In many 
placer, where 100 yoves were cast for Rogers 

and onl ore for his Opponent, Snyder, the 
whoie of the Rogers precincts were thrown 
out. In Ouachita county the first registrar 
appointed by the Governor made a fair regis- 
tsaiton; but when Clayton foand thet his man 
wou'd not perjure bimseif to defraud the peo- 
ple pe removed Lim and sent a stranger in 
his place, who immediately sirack oil 
nemes from the books of registration, and by 
this means they carried the county by 290 ma- 
jority. The taw requires the registrars to be 
citizens and residents of the county, bat in 
mary instances men were appointed who were 
strangers in the State. 

By these frauds and outrages, more yillaia- 
ous than were ever perpetrated by the *‘Ku- 
klux,”’ they have deieatead Rogeis by about 
300 majority; but the seat will be contes 
and, unless the Republican paity wish tol 
themeelves with a weizht of crushing eae. 
they will not countenance these base irauds 
upon the baliot-box, 

GOVERNOR CLAYTON. 


Dur'ng the canvass a committce of lawyers

plauding volee. Ii can never grow old; bu: like 
a thought embalmed in immorta! verse, is green 
even when its author’s name shall bave pasied 
away; a legacy hke the Medicean Venus, that 
needs po author’s name to stamp its celestial 
birth. We wonder not that Mr. Thomas sias Ot 
to present it om every programme, and when a 
recall may warrant ite repetition. Again, in the 
overture from Earyanthe—buat it is impossible to 
do it Justice without the score; one feels the need 
at everyturn to speak io music’s alpnabet, as in 
a review of a beautiful poem to illustrate bya 
line taken from the text itself. "
